This report, originated by an ad­ 
ministration lieutenant who asked 
not to be quoted by name, circu­ 
lated at the capitol while Senator 
McNary (R., O re.I, minority lead­ 
er, voiced his outspoken opposition 
to Marshall’s projiosal for keeping 
.‘electees and National Guardsmen 
in service beyond one year and 
for lifting the ban against sending 
draftees out of this hemisphere. 
On the other nand. Robert P. 
Patterson, assistant secretary of 
war, approved the rccom m enda-, 
tions which the chief of staff made 
Thursday. Patterson said he did 
not 
know 
whether 
such 
steps 
would be necessary, hut added that 
"we should have an army prepared I 
for whatever emergency we may . 
rrmet.” 
impressing tho views that Mar-, 
sh ll's recommendations would re-! 
quire considerable study by the 
White House before they could be 
offered to Congress, an adminis­ 
tration spokesman added that they 
probably would be withheld un­ 
til overwhelming congressional ap­ 
proval was assured.

Practically all of the state troop­ 
ers from this locality have been 
called out for strike duty. 
At the meeting of the Kingston

Thursday evening, local producers 
voted against joining tho strike. 
Twenty members were present at 
the meeting held at the Farm 
Bureau office and the vote was 17 
to L against taking part in the 
strike, one member did not vote, 
it was reported.

Miss Rosekrans retired in 1933 
after teaching several generations 
of the men and women of Kings­ 
ton. Funeral services will be held 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from the Jenson A’ Deegan Funeral 
Home with burial in the St. Remy 
cemetery. 
Miss Rosekrans after 53 years 
as a public school teacher, re­ 
tired from active duty at the close 
of the spring term in 1933. During 
that long carcer as a teacher. Miss 
Rosekrans s|>cnt practically her 
entire teaching life as a member 
of the faculty of School No. 2, 
formerly old Ulster Academy, on 
West Chestnut street. 
During that more than half cen­ 
tury hundreds of children 
had 
passed through her room on the 
way to higher grades, She had the 
ability and skill to impart know­ 
ledge to the youthful mind and it 
was as teacher of the primary 
grades that she made her greatest 
success as a teacher. 
There were few members of 
the teaching stall of Kingston’s 
schools who were better known 
than Miss Rosekrans and the news 
of her death will come as a sudden 
shock to the many men and wo­ 
men of today who, as children, 
were members of her classes in old 
Ulster Academy. 
For several years in her teaching 
life Miss Rosekrans taught in tile
